Paſſing theſe Bills'; but 1 pray let. this be very 
rarely done hereafter : T he good old Rules of the 
Law are the beſt ſecurity ; and let not men have 
too much cauſe to fear, that the Settlements they 
make of their Eſtates, ſhall be too eaſilyamſettled 
when they are dead by the Power of Parlia- 
ments. 
My Lords and Gentlemen , 
You haveſo much ovliged Me, not onely in 
\ the Matter of thoſe Bills which concern My 
"Revenue , but in the manner of Paſſing them, 
with ſo great affefion and kindneſs to Me, that 
| I know not how to thank you enough. I do 
aſſure you, and I pray aſſure your friends in the 
Conntrey , that 1 will apply all you have given 
Me , to the utmoſt improvement of the peace 
and happineſs of the Kingdom , and will, with 
the beſt Advice and good Hwsbandry I can, 
bring My expences within a narrower compaſs. 
Now I am ſpeakeng to you of My Own good 
Husbandry , I muft tell you, that will not be 
enough ; 1 canuot but obſerve to you, T hat the

long ſufferings, that hath tranſported ws to theſe 
other Exceſſes ; but let us take heed that the 
contimuunee of *-them - doth not indeed corrupt 
or matures, 1 do\believe I-bawe been faulty 
that way My Self ; I promiſe you, 1 will re- 


form, and if you will jom with Me in your ſe- 


weral capacities, we fhall by owr examples do 
more good, both in City and Conmrey,” then any © 
new Laws would do. I tell you again, I will 
do My part, and I will tell ſome of you, if you 
do not do yours. Þ hope the Laws [ have Paſſed 
this day will produce ſome Reformation with 
reference to the multitude of Beggars and poor 
people which infeſt the Kingdom; great ſeverity 
miſt be uſed to thoſe who love idſeneſs, and re- 
fuſe to work, and great care and charity towards 
thoſe who are willing to work. I do very hearti- 
ly recommend the execution of-thoſe good Laws 
to' your utmoſt diligence , and I am ſure I need 
not put you in minde ſo to ſettle the Militia, that 
all Seditious Inſurrefions may not onely be pre- 
wented, to which the mindes of too many are in- 
clined, but that the people may be without vea- 
ſonable . apprehenſzon of ſuch inſecurity. Ton 
will eaſily believe , that it is very neceſſary for

It wasa very natural and an ingenious | 


animadverfion and refle&ion, which the late 
. incomparable Lord Viſcount of St. Albans 
made upon that old Fable of the Giants , 
who were firſt overthrown in the War 
againſt the Gods, when the Earth, their Mo- 
ther, in revenge thereof , brought forth 
Fame; which he ſaid, is the ſame, when 
Princes and Monarchs have ſuppreſſed 
aQual and open Rebellion, then the Ma- 
lignity of the People, the Mother of Re- 
bellion, doth bring forth Libels, Slanders, 
and I axation of the State, which, he ſaies, 
is of the ſame-kinde with Rebellion, but 
more feminine. And without doubt this 
Scditious Daughter of the Earth, this ſpi- 
ritof Libelling, was never more pregnant 
then it is now; nor King, nor Parliament, 
nor Church, nor State, ever more expoſed 
to thoſe Flagella lingue, thole ſtrokes of the 
tongue, from which God Almighty can

'only preſerve the moſt innocent and moſt 
excellent perſons; as if repining and mur- 
muring were the peculiar exerciſe of the Na-

te miſerrima. 

Men are in no degree diſpoſed to imitate, 
or remember the general excellent temper of 
the time of Queen El:gabeth, the bleſſed 
condelcention and reſignation of the people 
then to the Crown , the awful reverence 
they then had to the Government, and to 
the Governours, both in Church and State. 
This good and happy ſpirit was ina time 
beyond our — but they remember; 
as if it were but yeſterday, how few Subſt 
dies Parliaments then gave to that Queen, 
how ſmall ſupplies the Crown then had 
from the ras. and wonder that the ſame 


meaſures thould not {till fill the Coffers, and 
give the ſame reputation, and make the {lame 


noiſe in Chriſtendom. 


But (my Lords and Gentlemen ) how 
bold foever ſome unquiet ſpirits -are with 
you, upon this Argument , you are much 
ſuperiour to thoſe reproaches. You know 
well, and you can make others know, with- 
out —_— A of Indempnity , how 


the Crown hath been ſince uled , how our

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Soveraign Lord the King found it at His 
bleſſed Return” to it; you can. tell: the 
World , that as ſoon as He came hither , 
beſides the infinite that He forgave, He gave 
more, more Money to the people, then He 
hath ſince received from them; That at leaſt 
two parts of three , that they have ſince gi- 
ven Him , have iſſued for the disbanding 
Armies never raiſed by Him, and for pay- 
ment of Fleets never ſent out by Him , and 
of Debts never incurred by Him. You 
will put them in mind of the vaſt difpari 
between the former times, and thele in hich 
we live, and conſequently of the diſpropor- 
tion in the expence the Crown is now at , 
for the proteCtion and benefit of the Subje, 
to what it formerly under-went. "hs 
great a difference there is in the preſent 
greatneſs and power of the two Crowns, 
and what they were then poſſeſſed of , is e- 
vident to all men ; and if the greatneſs and 
power of the Crown of England be not in 
tome proportion improved too , it may be 
liable to inconveniencies it will not undergo 
alone. How our Neighbours and our Ri- 
vals, who court one and the ſame 
Miſtreſs , "Trade and Commerce, with all 
the World, are advanced in Shipping, 
Power, and an immoderate Defire to en- 
orols the whole Traffick of the Univerſe, is

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notorious cnough ; and this unruly appetite 
will not be reſtrained, or dilappointed, nor 
the "Trade of this Nation ſupported and 
maintained, with the ſame Fleets and Forces 
which were maintained in the happy times 
of (): Elizabeth. Not to ſpeak of the Naval 
power of the Turks, whoin ſtead of (culk- 
ing abroad in poor ſingle Ships as they were 
wont to do, domineer now on the Ocean in 
ſtrong Fleets, make Naval Fights, and have 
brought ſome Chriſtians to a better Corre- 
ſpondence, and another kind of Commerce 
and Traftique with them, then was expected, 
infomuch as they apprehend no Enemy up- 
on the Sea, but what they find in the Kin 
of  Englands Ships; which hath we. 
brought no {mall — upon them, with 
no ſmall charge to the King, but a great re- 
putation to the Nation. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, You may 
with a very good Conlcience aflure your 
ſelves, and your friends and neighbours, 
that the Charge the Crown'is now at by 
Seaand Land, for the Peace and Security, 
and Wealth and Honour of the Nation, 
amounts to no lefs - then Eight hundred 
thouſand pounds a year; all which did not 
coſt the Crown before theſe troubles, Four- 
ſcore thouſand pounds the year ; and there: 
fore they will never blameyou tor any Sup- 


D ply 
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ply you have given, or Addition you have 
made to the Revenue of the Crown; and 
whoſoever unskiltully murmures at the Ex- 
pence of Dunkirk, and the other new Acqui- 
fitions, which ought to be tooked upon as 
Jewels of an immenſe magnitude in the 
Royal Diadem, do not - enough remember 


what we have loſt by Dunkirk, and ſhould 


always do, if it were in an Enemies hands; 
nor duely conſider the valt advantages thoſe 
other Dominions are like, by Gods bleſſing, 
ina ſhort time, to bring to the Trade, Na- 
vigation, Wealth and Honour of the King 


| and Kingdom. His Majeſty hath enough 


expreſſed His defire to live in a —_ Peace 
and Amity with all His Neighbours; nor is 
itan ill ingredient towards the firmneſs and 
ſtability of that Peace and Amity, which 
His Royal Anceſtors have held and main- 
tained with them, that He hath ſome advan- 
tages in caſe of a War, which they were 
without. 

Ir wasa rightground of confidence, ſuch 
an one as ſeldom Ons men,that the great 
Law-maker, the wiſe Solon, had, when he 
concluded, that Reverence and Obedience 
would be yielded to his Laws, becauſe he 


had taken the mr to make his Citizens

" know, and underſtand, that it was more 


for their profit to obey Law and Juſtice,

then to contemn and break it. The extra- 
vagant times of Licence , which I hope we 
have almolt out-lived, have fo far corrupted 
the mindes, and even the nature of too many, 
that they do not return with that alacrity 
they ought to do, into the Road and Paths 
of Order and Government , from which 
they have fo long been led aſtray;nor,it may 
be, is there pains enough taken,to make them 
underſtand the profit, benefit, and eaſe,which 
alwaies attends a cheerful obedience and 
ſubmiſſion to Laws and Government. Iam 
perlwaded, a little pains and kindneſs and 
condelcention in the wiſe,towards the weak, 
halt the diligence and dexterity in conver- 
ſation and example, which hath been uſed to 
cnrrupt the people in their Loyalty and 
Underſtanding, will quickly reduce them ta 
their Primitive temper , which is, to be the 
beſt Neighbours, and the belt Friends, and 
the beſt Subje&s of the World: And I 
make no queſtion, but the great Piety and 
Devotion , the Moderation, W iſdom,Cha- 
rity, and Hoſpitality of my. Lords the 
Biſhops, in their ſeveral Diocelles, will ina 
ſhort time recover the poor nu-led people : 
And though the frowardneſs and pride of 
ſome of their Teachers may not be yet c- 
nough ſubdued, though ſome of the Clergy 
{till repeat their old Errors, for which they 


have

have been glad to receive Pardon, and doin 
truth diſcredit all their other Do&rine, with 
the abſence of any viſible Repentance for 
what miſchief they have formerly done ; yer 
I hope the Laity will ſoon return mto the 


 bofomof their dear Mother the Church, and 


eaſily diſcern the Fraud- and Impoſture of 
their Seducers ; and that all diligence and 
dexterity will be uſed, {erioufly and heartily 
to reconcile both Clergy and Laity , by all 
means which may prove effeQual. 

Youhave (my Lords and Gentlemen) 
like wiſe Patriots , upon your obſervation, 
That the moſt ſignal le and con- 
deſcentions, the temporary ſuſpenſion of the 
rigour of former Laws, hath not produced 
that effe& which was expeRed , that the hu- 
tmours and ſpirits of men are too rough and 


- boiſterous for thoſe foft remedies, you have 


prepared ſharper Laws and Penalties , to 
contend with thoſe refractory perſons, and 
to break that ſtubbornneſs which will not 
bend to gentler applications : And it is 
great reaſon, that they upon whom clemen- 
cy cannot prevail , ſhould feel that ſeverity , 
they have provoked. You have done your 

arts like good Phylitians, made wholfom 

reſcriptions for the conſtitution of your 
Patients, well knowing that the Applicati- 
on of theſe Remedies,the execution of theſe

ſharp Laws depends upon the wiſdom of 
the molt diſcerning, generous, and metciful

would perſwade men 'to believe , that the 
true reaſon , why fo many unexpected acci- 
dents and milchiets fall out , to the deltruti- 
on of States and Empires, is, becauſe their 
Governours have not obſerved the fame 
miſchiefs heretofore in ſtory, and from 
whence they proceeded , and what progrels 
they made, which he lays, if they had done, 
they might caſily have preſerved themſelves 
from rume, and prevented the inconyeni- 
ences which have faln out, I am ſure you 
are all good Hiſtorians, and need onely to 
relort to the Records of your own memo- 
ries. Remember how your peace hath been 
formerly diſturbed, by = contrivance 
and artifices the people have been Alarm'd, 
with unreaſonable and unnatural Fears and
